EXPLOSION HAPPENS 


IN HIS GARAGE 


Officers Without Clue as to 


What Might Have Set 


Off the Bomb. 


Lafayette, Ind., Nov. 12 (AJ>.) 


—W. F. Heidergott, 55, an in- 
structor at Purdue university, 
was seriously injured today by 
the explosion of a bomb in his 
-garage. 


The explosion -wrecked the 


car and the garage and broke 
window lights in nearby houses. 
Heidergott had gone to the gar- 
age to get his car preparatory to 
driving to the university. Police 
expressed the belief that the 
bomb had been arranged so that 
it would explode when the gar- 
age door was opened. 


Authorities were unable to es- 


tablish immediately a motive for 
the bombing. Heidergott has 
been instructor in practical me- 
chanics at the university for 
twelve years. He had no known 
enemies. 


The force of the explosion 


stripped the clothing from Heid- 
ergott's body. 


The destruction caused by the 


bomb was so complete that au- 
thorities were unable to gather 
much evidence as to the nature 
of the explosive used. A number 
•of piece of twisted cord were 
found that indicated a home- 
made fuse had been used. 


Heidergott's wife arrived from 


Jiidiahapolis this morning after 
having been notified of the in- 
jury of her husband. 


Heidergott had not regained 


consciousness this afternoon.

REV. GILUIM'S TALK 


Armistice Day Crowd Remains to 


Hear Address That Followed 


Parade Tuesday. 


SPEAKER IS FORMER 


WORLD WAR VETERAN 


A good sized crowd remained 


after the parade here Tuesday, 
and heard the Armistice Day 
address given by the Rev, E. A. 
Gillum in the high school gym- 
nasium. 


"The war veteran is not con- 


cerned whether his fellowmen 
worship him as a hero," said the 
Rev. 
Gillum in his address at 


the gymnasium. "What he is 
concerned about is that his ba- 
bies have enough to eat." 


The Rev. Gillum, who is com- 


mander of the Morristown Amer- 
ican.Legion post, declared the lib- 
erty American people enjoy was 
purchased with blood on the field 
of battle and that it shoud be 
considered sacred. Our freedom 
to speak, think and act is not 
of ourselves, it was paid for in 
blood, he said. 


"Twelve years ago, wounded in 


France, I promised 
God I 


would do my part to pro- 
mote good will and 
fellow- 


ship, because I learned what a 
hell war was," the speaker said. 


Inadequacy of veterans hospi- 


talization p the United States 
and especially in Indiana was 
stressed by Rev. Gillum. He 
said the care of the world war 
veterans was deplorable. 
He 


said the American Legion, 'by its 
constant campaign for more 
adequate hospitalization was be- 
ginning to gain better care of 
ex-service men. 


Rev. Gillum declared that hate 


between nations is showing no 
signs of dying. Wholesale arma- 
ment programs in Europe are 
threatening to undo the lessons 
of the late war, he pointed out. 
He said that while attempts to 
limit arming since the war have 
been admirable, they have been 
- only "scraps of paper." As long 
as men desire self-preservation 
toy force instead of by love, these 
disarmament gestures will 
amount to nothing, he stated, in

LOCKING DEVICES 


EXCEPTIONALLY POOR 


A report on the condition of 


the Rush county jail, as made by 
the representative of the state 
board of charities who made a 
visit to the local jail October 10, 
has been sent to the board of 
:ounty commissioners and Judge 
John A. Titsworth of the Rush 
circuit court. The report made 
jy the charity board is as fol- 
lows: 


"This structure of brick and 


steel cannot be classed as either 
safe or strong except under very 
careful supervision. Locking de- 
vices are not in order. Some win- 
dows are safely screened, but 
many more are unscreened. Nat- 
ural light and ventilation are 
good. Fourteen cells for men 
ind four for women provide suf- 
ficient cell space. Children are 
usually kept in women's depart- 
ment. Modern lighting heating, 
water supply and sewerage sys- 
tems are in use. The heating 
plant is very poor. Three bath 
tubs in poor condition provide 
the 
only 
bathing 
faculties. 


These tubs might well be re- 
placed by shower baths. The 
beds consist of wall bunks equip- 
ped with mats and blankets. 
These are in good condition. 
Blankets are washed frequently.

RECENTLY SPOKE HERE 


AT COUNTY INSTITUTE 


Willis A. Suttoh Says Rural 


Education Is Stressed by 


. Association. 


Rural education .will be the 


chief emphasis of Willis A. Sut- 
ton, president of the National 
Education Association, for the 
year 1930-31, according to a let- 
ter received by John Goode, 
county school 
superintendent, 


from Mr. Button. 


Mr. Sutton, who is also super- 


intendent of the Atlanta, Ga., 
city schools, writes that he was 
reared on a farm and educated 
in a rural school and that he 
knows' the 
handicaps 
rural 


school children face. Excerpts 
from the letter of-Mr. Sutton, 
who addressed the county teach- 
ers institute here last August, 
are as follows: 


"The 
first resolution of the 


National Education Association 
for 1930 is on the equalization of 
educational opportunity, and the 
second on education for the 
child in'rural sections. In real- 
ity, the two are one. The resolu- 
tions of our convention consti- 
tute our program. I do not need 
to remind you of the unequal op- 
portunities of the rural child as 
compared with his city cousins. 
Let me cite a few facts: (1) thir- 
teen million children are enrolled 
in rural schools—this means over 
one half of our public school en- 
rollment is rural; (2) there are 
one hundred seventy thousand 
(170,000) rural one room school- 
houses in the United States, this, 
is two-thirds of all elementary 
school buildings; and (3) ap- 
proximately five hundred thous-1 
and teachers are teaching in ru- 
ral communities. These teachers 
constitute more than one half of 
the nation's army of 800,000 
public school teachers.

Jordan's statement was ob- 


tained after days of grilling. He 
previously had 
accused Mrs. 


Cole of the shooting. His state- 
ment corroborated that of Mrs. 
Cole that she had brought her 
husband to-the "spot," on the 
pretense of- obtaining 
liquor. 


Cole was a liquor runner, - his 
wife said. As Cole started to 
speak, the statements asserted, 
Jordan shot -him with a revolv- 
er. 


Jordan is married and has a 


family.

TOLD OF KILLING 


Little Credence Placed at 


First in Story—New De- 


velopments Appear. 


Bloomington, .Did., Nov. 12— 


(AP.)—Spurred on, first by the. 
belief there actually ;was a kill- 
ing, and secondly by the belief 
they had identified the victim, 
Monroe and Brown county au- 
thorities today redoubled efforts 
to get at the facts surrounding 
an alleged slaying in Brown, 
county eighteen months ago. 


The officers at first placed lit- 


tle credence in the story of 
Leonard Grubb, 18, who made a 
statement saying Marion Rogers, 
46, had slain a man in a liquor 
quarrel. They arrested Rogers 
who denied knowledge of the al- 
leged crime. 


Yesterday, however, the offi- 


cers said they had discovered 
evidence indicating the slain, 
man may have been Alva Bra- 
nam, of near Glasgow, or Sum-; 
mershade, Ky., a known enemy 
of Rogers who disappeared about 
the time the slaying was said to 
have taken place. He had been 
visiting relatives in Brown coun- 
ty and was said to have engaged 
in the manufacture of liquor. 


Coroner A. L. Bond, of Brown 


county, said he would not deny 
that there- apparently was en- 
mity .between the two men over 
some stills which had disappear- 
ed. He said, also, that he had 
discovered facts supporting the 
rumor that Branam. had threat- 
ened to "get" Rogers. There 
were indications, he said, that 
Rogers may have slain Branam. 
in self .defense. 


Grubbs, who lsaid he was* 


'squealing" because he did n«t 
get any of $50 he declared was 
taken from the dead man's body, 
told of having been taken into 
partnership in operation of a 
still by Rogers'. They went to a 
spot in the woods of Brown 
county, he said, where they 
found a distilling apparatus. 
When they started through the 
woods with it, he said, the al- 
leged victim appeared, saying to 
Rogers "now I've got you." 


Grubb said he struck the man ;

work and enjoy the fruits of his 
own labor? In school equipment, 
in buildings, in length of ses- 
sions, in training of teachers, in 
supervision, in curriculum, in 
financial support the rural child 
is denied an even chance. The 
door of the rural schoolhouse 
opens late and closes early in 
the year. The average city child 
gets as many school days in six 
years as the country child in 
eight, while for certain sections 
of the United States the city 
child gets twice as many school 
days. The country child not only 
has a short session, but is fur- 
ther handicapped by irregular 
attendance. The teachers sala- 
ries in cities average $1,648, in 
country $871, just about one'half 
with more work required. The 
rural child is taught by a rela- 
tively young, inexperienced, in- 
adequately paid and, therefore, 
inadequately trained teacher. A 
few striking exceptions to those 
conditions' can be found in every 
state. These merely serve to in- 
tensify the contrast. They also 
show that conditions can be 
made better. What have we 
done? What can we do? 


••Rural education is important 


because rural life Is important. 
Agriculture is our greatest in- 
dustry. It is the basic industry. 
Agriculture is the one undertak- 
ing essential to the very exis- 
tence of all other industries, all 
culture, all life. Because of this 
fact the education, training and 
development of the rural child 
has a significance for America 
which extends beyond all mere 
statistical statements. 


"This year in the National 


Education Association" we have 
already decided upon the f ollow- 
ing: (1) To devote one entire 
general program of our 1931 
convention to Rural Education; 
(2) we are preparing for the 
Journal of the National Educa 
tion Association, strong editor 
ials and articles on the rural 
school situation; 
(3) a very 


strong program for the Rural 
Education Department will be 
prepared dealing directly and 
concretely with the state, county 
and district rural problem; and 
(4; letters have been sent to the 
Journals devoted to rural life of- 
fering the assistance of the Na 
tional Education Association and 
asking the advice of the rural 
press; and a letter/ will he sent 
to the heads of all farmers' or- 
ganizations and to the heads of 
all state departments of agricul- 
ture and state departments of 
education, and to agricultural 
colleges asking cooperation and 
advice. We shall find out the 
legislation pending in every state 
and shall use the Research De- 
partment of the National Educa- 
tion Association to provide help 
•to the committee of the state as- 
sociations and to the state de- 
partments of education."

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IT'S DP TO THE LEADERS 


The American business executive probably 


faces one of the greatest tests of his career just 
at present. It is to him, in the last analysis, that 
the nation is looking for leadership to end the 
present business depression. Federal, state and 
city governments may do what they can, but 
business itself must provide the wisdom and the 
skill to get industry back on its feet if prosperity 
is to return. 


This* viewpoint is ably presented in a speech 


recently delivered at Atlanta by F. B. Nichols, 
managing editor of the Capper Farm Press. 
Pointing out that "in the future there is going to 
be more hard work and fewer conferences around 
the 19th hole of the golf course," Mr. Nichols goes 
on: 


-Changes which are now taking place in the 


industrial organizations of this country indicate 
clearly the intention of the ownership to scrap 
part of the alleged executive talent along with 
obsolete machinery. The men who will be run- 
ning the business of the nation in the golden 
years which are ahead will be those individuals 
with the mental and physical strength to aid in 
the recovery now." 


As Mr. Nichols remarks, the productive capa- 


city of the country has not suffered. Industry is 
still able to pour out great floods of goods, just 
as it was in the boom times of 1929. Agriculture, 
depressed by falling prices, is likewise as produc- 
tive as ever. The initiative and enterprise of the 
people as a whole are as great as ever. Only the 
right leadership is needed. 


Looked at from this angle, the situation be- 


comes more encouraging. If there is one kind of 
man that America seems peculiarly able to pro- 
duce it is the business genius. The land's best 
brains, for three-quarters of a century, have gone 


into commerce and industiy. That situation is 
still unchanged. 


Can anyone doubt, then, that the nation as a 


whole will emerge from the current depression in 
better shape than ever before? Incompetence 
and inefficiency will have been weeded out of the 
front offices. American business men will, be 
squared away to prove what they have so often 
proved before—that they can solve just about any 
problem that can confront them. 


TOO MUCH FOOD 


"Instead of worrying about how to feed the 


world," says Dr. Alonzo E. Taylor of Leland 
Stanford university, ^'man's worry soon'will be 
how to keep the world from being overfed. 
Scientific methods of farming have increased the 
crop production, and at the same time the use of 
machinery on the farm has decreased the num- 
ber of animals to be "fed, which in turn in- 
creases the world's food surplus. Likewise the 
world's population will soon become stationary, 
so there will be fewer people to feed." 


The old Malthusian doctrine proves false. Peo- 


ple do not multiply beyond the possibility of 
feeding themselves. They multiply food produc- 
tion beyond the possibility of eating it. And this 
process evidently is going to continue. 


Meanwhile what is the situation? One which 


in a rational world would seem incredible. Farm 
populations are suffering because they produce 
so much food that they cannot sell it. And at 
the same time, in the same country, we see 
thousands of men and women, able and willing 
to work, half-starved for lack of food and forced 
to stand in breadlines. 


It would seem to a visitor from a mature 


planet a very simple and obvious thing to spread
